Conſider my fellow Britons, what 
great things the Lord hath done for us: 
and to make this appear the more conſpicu- 
ous in your view, permit me to contraſt the 
proſpects of this day, with the ſcenes which 
preſented themſelves before us a few years 
back. —Then we found ourſelves engaged 
in a formidable war—without a ſingle ally 
——under a continual increaſe of taxes, which 
threatened to cruſh the nation under their 
weight—but this day we rejoice in being 
at peace with all around us—admired by 
ſurrounding nations; trade flouriſhing, com- 
merce extended; our national debt dimi- 


D niſhed; 
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niſned; a tax, by ſome thought partial and 
oppreſſive, removed; a Miniſter the favourite 
of the people ; and a King, reſtored accord- 
ing to the prayers and wiſhes of his people, 
to be the guardian of their liberties, both 
civil and religious. Lord the praiſe is thine, 
the honour, the advantage ours. Many, 
many years, may Britons and their King 
rejoice together, in the ſtrength and in th® 
Salvation of Jehovah. Amen.
